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BRIEF HISTORY OF UNION CHURCH. 



A Church of Christ was gathered in Boylston Hall in 
January, 1819, under the pastoral care of Eev. James 
Sabine. Soon after, several of its members, Jn connec- 
tion with other individuals, erected a meefing-house in 
Essex Street, which was dedicated to the worship of God 
in December of the same year. About two years after- 
wards, some difficulties arising, the chtirch on the 6th of 
March, 1822, voted to return with their Pastor to Boylston 
Hall. A minority of the church, however, continued to 
worship in the meeting-house, and on the 28th of the 
same month requested a regular dismission from Essex 
Street church. This being granted, they were organized 
as a separate church, on the IQth of June following, by 
an Ecclesiastical council. \ 

Soon after, application having been made for assist- 
ance, by this infant Churchy to the Old South and Park 
Street Churches, and the interests of evangelical religion 
seeming to require that aid should be afforded, several 
members, after serious deliberation, consented to a sepa- 
ration from their beloved Pastors and brethren, and were 
united with this Church, on the 26th August, 1822 : — 









on which occasion, to mark the transaction and for the 
purpose of a distinct designation, the name of Union 
Church was adopted. At the same time, Deacon Nathan 
Parker, by whose pecuniary aid, chiefly, the meeting- 
house in Essex Street had been erected, conveyed by 
deed the house and the land upon which it is built, to a 
board of Trustees, for the use of Union Church ; to be 
occupied for the worship o£ the one living and true God, 
Father, Son, and Holy Spirit. While these measures 
were in progress, a very liberal subscription was made 
by the brethren of Old South, and Park Street Churches, 
to enable the Church to call and support a Pastor. 

On the 12th Nov, 1822, the Church unanimously made 
choice of the Rev. Samuel Green, of Reading, to become 
their Pastor; who signified his acceptance, by letter, 
February 8th, 1823, and was installed March 26th fol- 
lowing. 

In 1831 his hitlth began to fail and he was unable 
afterwards to preach. In 1833 he deemed it his duty to 
ask a dismission from his people, which was reluc- 
tarftly granted, and his pastoral connection was formally 
dissolved on 26th March, 1834, just eleven years after 
his installation. He died on the 20ih November follow- 
ing. " He was a good mail, full of the Holy Ghost and 
of faith : and much people was added unto the Lord^ 

The Rev. Nehemiah Adams of Cambridge, having 
been with great unanimity, invited to succeed him in the 
pastoral office, he was installed, by the same council 
which dismissed Rev. Mr. Green, March 2Q, 1834. 

During the years 1823 and 1824, the Evangelical Con- 
gregational Churches in this city were favored with the 
special effusions of the Holy Spirit, which resulted in 
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very considerable accessions of members to the respective 
churches,- in which this church liberally participated. 
As an expression of gratitude to God and to extend the 
means of evangelical instruction in the city, many mem- 
bers of Old South, Park Street, and Union Churches, in 
Jan. 1825, united in the erection of a new house'**' of 
worship in Hanover Street: and on the 18th of July 
following, Hanover Church, composed of members dis- 
missed from the above Churches, was organized, to 
occupy the house when completed. To this object. 
Union Church furnished six members. 

Another season of revival followed in 1826 and 1827 ; 
and a§ the fruit of these seasons of spiritual prosperity, 
during the year 1827, two new houses of worship were 
erected in the same manner as before ; and also two new 
Evangelical Churches, Pine Street and Salem, were or- 
ganized at the same time, September 2, 1827, composed 
principally, of members dismissed with cordial affection 
from Old South, Park Street, Unionf and Hanover 
Churches, On this occasion this Church parted with 
seventeen members. 

In 1831 and 1832, revivals of religion were general 
and powerful, and were followed by large accessions to 
the Churches. The orderly and Christian walk of most 
of those who were then united to this church, bears wit- 
ness to the excellent effects of such seasons. 

The subject of sacred music has engaged, to some ex 
tent, the attention of the church. They consider it the 
duty of all, possessing ike requisite natural talents, to

cultivate them, and to unite in the music of the sanc- 
tuary. 

On the subject of the use of Ardent Spirit, — the 
Church unanimously resolved, on the 28th of March, 
1827, — ** That we wiU not use ardent spirit ourselves* 
nor permit its use in our families^ except for medical 
jmrposes" 

By vote of the Church, one-third of the collections at 
the communion seasons, after supplying the Table, is 
appropriated to constitute a fund for charitable purposes 
under the direction of the officers of the Church ; and 
the other two-thirds, for the use of the poor of the 
Church. 

In 1837, the " Pew proprietors as such" were incor- 
porated into the " Essex Street Congregational Society." 
And by virtue of certain articles of agreement between it 
and the Church the trust deed has been surrendered, and 
the fee of the house vested in the Society, and the fol- 
lowing rights and privileges secured by covenant to the 
church :— ~. 

1. Whenever the Pulpit shall be without a settled 
Pastor, or by his sickness or absence, be vacant, the 
church shall direct the supply, the expense of which to 
be paid by the society. 

2. Whenever a Pastor is to be chosen, the church 
shall have the exclusive right to nominate the same, and 
propose the person to the society for its concurrence. 
The salary to be determined by the society. 

3. The meeting-house may, at any time, be freely 
used by the church, but the society will not grant the 
use of the same to any persons, for other than religious 
lUes, unless such use be expressly authorized by a vote 



of two-thirds of the male members of said church and 
society present at a joint meeting, duly notified for that 
purpose.

Inspiration of Scripture. 

All Scripture is given by inspiration of God. For the prophecy 
came not in old time by the will of man ; but holy men of God spake 
as they were moved by the Holy Ghost. Which things also we speak 
not in the words whicn man's wisdom teacheth, but which the Holy 
Ghost teacheth. But I certify you, brethren, that the gospel which 
^ was preachl^ of me is not after man. For I neither received it of man, 
neither was I taught it, but by the revelation of Jesus Christ. Ye do 
err, not knowing the Scriptures. To the law and to the testimony ; if 
they speak not according to this word, it is because there is no light in 
them. But though we, or an angel from heaven, preach any other 
gospel unto you than that which we have preached unto you, let him 
be accursed. For I testify unto every man that heareth tne words of 
the prophecy of this book. If any man shall add unto these things, God 
shall add unto him liie plagues that are written in this book : and if 
any man shall take away from the words of the book of this prophe- 
cy, God shall take away his part out of the book of life, and out pf the 
holy city, and from the things which are written in this book. 2 Tim.

Where- 
fore, as by one man sin entered into the world, and death by sin ; and 
so death passed upon all men, for that all have sinned. By the offence 
of one judgment came upon all men to condemnation. By one man's 
disobeaience, many were made (constituted) sinners. Gen. 1 : 26, 27.

Unrenewed Men, dead in Sin and Enemies of God. 

But I know you, that ye have not the love of God in you. For I 
know that in me, (that is, in my flesn) dwelleth no good thin^. Be 
cause the carnal mind is enmity against (xod ; for it is i^t subject to 
the law of God, neither indeed can be. So then, they that are in the 
flesh cannot please God. The heart is deceitful above all things and 
desperately wicked ; who can know it ? And God saw that the wick- 
edness of man was great ia the earth, and that every imagination of 
the thoughts of his heart was on^ evil continually. What then ? are 
we better than they ? No, in no.lnse ; for we have before proved both 
Jews and Gentiles, that they are all under sin. As it is written, there 
]fi none righteous, no, not one. There is none that understandeth, 
there is none that seeketh after Cod. They are all gone out of the 
waj^ they are altogether become .mprofitable ; there is none that doeth 
good, no, not one. BeholdjI wi ^ Aapen in iniquity ; and in sin did 
my mother conoeive me. Who can brins a clean thine out of an un- 
clean ? not one* What is man that he should be clean ? and he which 
is bom of a woman that he should be righteous ? That which is bom 
of flesh is flesh, (carnal in its views, feelings and affections,) and that 
which is bom of the Spirit is spirit, (spiritual in its views, feelings and 
affections.) For the imagination of lo^^s heart is evil from his youth. 
The wicked are estranged from the iiomb ; they go astray as soon as 
they be bora, speaking lies. Foolislmess (wickedness) is bound in the 
heart of a child. For I know thou wouldst deal very treacherously, 
and wast called a transgressor from the womb. £ph. 2: 1. Jn. 5: 42. 
Bom. 7: 18. and 8: 7, 8. Jer. 17: 9. Gen. 6: 6. Bom. 8: 9—12. Ps.

In a State of Condemnation. 

And were by nature the children of wrath, even as others. Cursed 
is every one that continueth not in all things which are written in the 
book of the law to do them.

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ARTICLE VI.

in Jesus Christ, as includes an affectionate submission to 
Him, and reliance upon Him for pardon and eternal life, 
are the indispensable conditions of salvation.

And without con- 
troversy, great is the mystery of goUiness ; God was manifest in the 
flesh, justified in the Spirit, seen otB-^^els, preached unto the Gentiles, 
believed on in the world, received i4i^mto glory.

Shemy, and because that thou, being a man, makest thyself God. — 
ohn 1 : 1, 14.

Atonement for Sin by the Death of Christ, 

But ye are come— to Jesus the Mediator of the new covenant. Jesus 
said unto him, I am the way, and the truth, and the life ; no man 
Cometh unto the Father, but by me. Neither is there salvation in any 
other, for there is none other name under heaven given among men, 
whereby we must be saved. This is a faithful saying and worthy of 
all acceptation, that Christ Jesus came into the world to save sinners. 
Thus it IS written, and thus it behoved Christ to suffer, and to rise from 
the dead the third day : and that repentance and remission of sins 
should be preached in his name among all nations. For this is my 
blood of the new Testament, which is shed for many for the remission 
of sins. Without shedding of blood is no remission. And if any man 
sin we have an Advocate with the Father, Jesus Christ the righteous : 
and he is the propitiation for our sins ; and not for ours onlv, but also 
for the sins of the whole world. Ye were not redeemed with corrupti- 
ble things, as silver and gold, from your vain' conversation received by

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tradition from your fathers ; but with the precious blood of Christ, as 
of a Lamb without blemish and without spot ; who verily was foreor- 
dained before the foundation of the world. While we were yet sin- 
ners Christ died for us. Thou wast slain and hast redeemed us to God 
by thy blood, out of every kindred, and tongue, and people, and na- 
tion. The Lord is well pleased for his righteousness sake ; he will 
magnify the law and make it honorable. Ueb. 12 : 22, 24. John 14 :

Regeneration by the Holy Spirit necessary^ 

Jesus answered and said unto him. Verily, verily, I say unto thee, 
.except a man be bom again, he cannot see the kingdom of God. Fol- 
low peace with all men ; and holiness, without which no man shall see 
.the Lord. For in Christ Jesus neither circumcision availeth any thine, 
nor uncircumcision, but a new creature. Because the carnal mind is 
enmity against God ; for it is not subject to the law of God, neither in- 
deed can be. So then they that are in the flesh cannot please God, 
But the natural man receiveth not the things of the Spirit of God, for 
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they are foolishness unto him, neither can he know them, heeause they 
are spiritually discerned. A new heart also will I give you, and a new 
spirit will I put within you ; and I will take away the stony heart out 
of your flesh, and I will give you an heart of flesh. Which were horn 
not of blood, nor of the will of the flesh, nor of the will of man, but of 
God. Not by works of righteousness, which we have done, but ac- 
cording to his mercy he saved us, by the washing of regeneration and 
renewing of the Holy Ghost. John 3: 3. Heb. 12: 14. Gal. 6: 15. 
Rom. 8:7. 1 Cor. 2: 14. Ezek. 36: 26. John 1: 13. Titus 3:5. 

^ ARTICLE VIII. 

We believe the influences of the Holy Spirit are not 
bestowed on account of any previous merit in the sinner, 
but as the free gift of God. But that these influences 
are ordinarily so connected with the careful use of 
means, as imposes the most solemn obligation to attend 
upon them, and renders hope of conversion in the neg- 
lect of means, or while living in sin, eminently presump- 
tuous. 

How shall they believe in him o( whom they have not hoard ? I 
will therefore that men pray everywhere, lifting up holy hands, with- 
out wrath or doubting. If thou seekest her as silver, and searchest for 
her as for hid treasures; then shalt thou understand the fear of the 
Lord. Ask, and it shall be given yon ; seek, and ve shall find. Strive 
to enter in at the strait gate. The kingdom of heaven suffereth vio- 
lence, and the violent (the earnest and determined seekers) take it by 
force. Rom. 10: 14. 1 Tim. 2: 8. Prov. 2; 4,5. Matt 7: 7." Luke 
18: 24. Matt. 11: 12. 

ARTICLE IX. 

We believe that all who obtain salvation through 
Christ were "chosen in Him before the foundation of 
•the world," and that all who truly believe in Him are 
justified on account of his righteousness, and will be kept 
by the mighty power of God, through faith unto salva- 
tion. 

Election and Predestination, 

For whom He did foreknow He also did predestinate, to be conformed 
to the image of His Son, that he might be the first-bom among many 
brethren. Moreover, whom he did predestinate, them He also called ; 
and whom He called, them He also justified ; and whom He justified. 
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them he also glorified. And when the Gentiles heard this, they were 
glad, and glorified the word of the Lord ; and as many as were ordain- 
ed to eternal life, believed. According as he hath chosen us in Him, be- 
fore the foundation of the world, that we should be holy and without 
blame before Him in love. Having predestinated us unto the adoption 
of children by Jesus Christ to Himself according lo the good pleasure 
of His will. In whom also we have obtaioed an inheritance, being pre- 
destinated according to the purpose of Him who worketh all things after 
tlie counsel of his own will. Who hath saved us, and called us with a 
holy calline; not according to our works, but according to His own 
purpose and grace, which was given us in Christ Jesus before the 
world began. Therefore, being justified by faith, wo have peace with 
God through our Lord Jesus Christ. Being confident of this very thing, 
that He which hath begun a good work in you, will perform it until the 
day of Jesus Christ. Rom. 8: 29—39. Acts 13: 48. Rom. 9: 11, 
and 11: 5, 7. Eph. 1: 4, 6, 11. 2 Thess. 2: 13. 2 Tim. 1:9. 1 Pet 
1: 2. Eph. 2: 8, 9, 10, and 3: 11. Gal. 2: 16. Rom. 3: 20, 24, 28, and 
5: 1, and 8: 1. John 5: 24. Phil. 1: 6. 

Final Perseverance of the Saints, 

They went out from us, but they were not of us, for if they had been 
of us, they would no doubt have continued with us: butthev went out 
that they might be made manifest, that they were not all of us. For I 
am persuaded that neither death, nor life, nor angels, nor principali- 
ties, nor powers, nor things present, nor things to come, nor height, nw 
depth, nor any other creature, shall be able to separate us from the 
love of God which is in Christ Jesus our Lord. And this is the Fa- 
therms will which hath sent me, that of all which he hath given me, I 
should lose nothing, but should raise it up again at the last day. My 
sheep hear my voice, and I know them ; and they follow rae. And*I 
give unto them eternal life ; and they shall never perish, neither shall 
any man pluck them out of my hand. My Fath^ which gave them 
me is greater than all, and none is able to pluck them out of my Fa- 
therms mnd. The steps of a good man are ordered by the Lord ; and 
he delighteth in his way. Though he fall he shall not be utterly 
cast down ; for the Lord upholdeth him with his hand. The righteous 
also shall hold on his way, and he that hath clean hands shall be 
stronger and stronger. Moreover, whom he did predestinate, them he 
also called, and whom he called, them he also justified; and whom 
he justified, them he also glorified. But the path of the just is as the 
shining light, that shineth more and more unto the perfect day. Being 
confident of this very thing, that he which hath begun a good work in 
you, will perform it until the day of Jesus Christ. 1 John 2: 19. 
Rom. 8: 38,39. John 6: 39. John 10: 27—29. Psalm 37: 23,24. 
Job 17 : 9. Rom. 8: 30. Prov. 4: 18. Phil. 1 : 6. 

ARTICLE X. 

We believe that in this world' the Lord Jesus Christ 
has a visible church— that the terms of membership are 
a creditable profession of faith in Christ, and of that holi- 
ness which is wrought by the renewing grace of God ; 
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and that habitual communion with God, and conscien* 
tioas attendance upon public, family, and secret worship, 
and the habitual practice of righteousness, temperance, 
sobriety, sincerity, and truth, are essential to Christian 
character. 

Unto the church of God, which is at Corinth, to them that are sanc- 
tified in Christ Jesus, called to be saints, with all that in every place 
call upon the name of Jesus Christ our Lord, both theirs and ours. 
Nevertheless the foundation of God standeth sure, having Xhis seal, 
the Lord^knoweth them that are his. For as the body is one, and 
hath many members, and all the members of that one body being many^ 
are one body ; so also is Christ. For by one Spirit are we all baptized 
into one bodiy, whether we be Jews or Gentiles, whether we be bond or 
free ; and have all been made to drink into one Spirit. That in the 
dispensation of the fullness of times, he might gather together in one 
all things in Christ, both which are in heaven, and which are on 
earth, even in him. And hath put all things under his feet, and gave 
him to be the head over all things to the church, which is his body, the 
fullness of hun that filleth all In all. He that hath an ear, let him hear 
what the Spirit saith unto the churches. And I say also unto thee, 
that thou art Peter, and upon this rock I will build my church ; and 
the gates of hell shall not prevail against it. 

Pray for the peace of Jerusalem : they shall prosper that love thee^. 
Not forsaking the assembling of yourselves together, as the manner off 
some is. Then David returned to bless his house. The Psalmist sayaij. 
Evening and morning,, and at noon, will I pray and cry aloud. Daniel 
kneeledrupon his luiees three times a aay, and prayed, and gave* 
thanks betore his God as he did aforetime. As for me and my house,. 
we will serve the Lord. It is good for me to draw near to God. . Enter 
into thpr closet, and when thou hast shut the door, pray to thy Father* 
which IS in secre^ He that is slow to an^er is better than the mighty ;; 
and he that ruleth his spirit than he that taketh a city. Let your 
speech be always with grace, seasoned with salt Let us watoh and 
be sober. 1 Cor.l: 2. 2 Tim. 2: 19. 1 Cor. 12: 12,13. Eph. 1: 10,. 
22, 28. Bey. 2: 7. Matt. 16: 18. Psalm 122: 6. Heb. 10: 25. 2 Sam.. 
6: 20. Psalm 56: 17. Dan. 6: 10. Josh. 24: 15. Psalm 73:28.

ARTICLE XI. 

We believe that the sacraments of the New Testa- 
ment are baptism and the Lord's supper : baptism to be 
administered only to covenanting believers and their 
households, and the supper only to believers in regular 
standing and communion with the church.

Household Bapiisvi ; the Seal of the Covenant on Be' 
^lievers and their Children. 

And I will establish my covenant between me and thee, and thy 
seed after thee, in their generation, for an everlasting covenant ; to be 
a God nnto thee, and to thy seed after thee. And God said unto Abra- 
ham, Thou shalt keep my covenant, therefore, thou and thy seed 
after thee, in their generations. This is my covenant, which ye shall 
keep between me and you, and thy seed after thee ; every man child 
among you shall be circumcised. And ye shall circumcise the flesh of 
your roreskin ; and it shall be a token of the covenant betwixt me 
and you. And he that is eight days old, shall be circumcised among 
you, and every man child in your generations ; h« that is born in the 
house, or bought with money of any stranger, which is not of ihy seed. 
And he received the sign of circumcision, a seal of the righteousness 
of the faith, which he had, yet being nncircumcised, that he might be 
the father of all them that believe, though they be not circumcised, 
that righteousness might be imputed to them also. Therefore it is of 
faith, that it might be by grace, to the end the promise might he sure 
to all the seed ; not to that only which is of the law, but to that also 
which is of the faith of Abraham, who is the father of us all. For 
the promise is unto you and your children. Their children shall also 
be as aforetime. For the unbelieving husband is sanctified by the wife, 
and the unbelieving wife is sanctified by the husband ; else were your 
children unclean, but now they arc holy. But Jesus called them unto 
him and said. Suffer little children to come unto me, and /orbid them 
not ; for of such is the kingdom of God. And he took them the same 
hour of the night, and washed their stripes ; and was baptized, he and 
all his straightway. And when she was baptized, and ner household, 
she besought us, saying, If ye have judged me to be faithful to the 
Lord, come into my house, and abide there. And I baptized also the 
household of Stephanas. Gen. 17: 7, 9, 10, 11, 12. Rom. 4: 11, 16. 
Acts 2: 39. Jer. 80:,20. 1 Cor. 7:14. Luke 18: 16. Acts 16: 33. 
Acts 16 : 15. 1 Cor. 1 : 16. 

The Lord's Supper. 

And as they were eating, Jesus took bread and blessed it, and brake 
it, and gave it to his disciples, and said, Take, eat; this is my body. 
And he took the cup, and gave thanks, and gave it to them, saying, 
Drink ye all of it ; for this is my blood of the new testament, which is 
shed for many, for the remission of sins. But I say unto you, I will 
not drink henceforth of the fruit of the vine, until that day when I 
drink it new with you in my Father's kingdom. And when they had 
sung a hymn, they went out into- the Mount of Olives. For I have re- 
ceived of the Lord that which also I delivered unto you. That the 
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Lord Jesus, the same night in which he was betrayed, took bread. 
And when ne had given thanks, he brake it, and said, Take; eat ; this is 
my body which was broken for you ; this do in remembrance of me* 
Alter the same manner also he took the cup, when he had supped, say- 
ing, This cup is the New Testament in my blood ; this do ye, as oft as 
ye drink it, m remembrance of me. For as often as ye eat this bread 
and drink this cup, ye do show the Lord*s death till he come. And 
when a stranger shall sojourn with thee, and will keep the passover to 
the Lord, let all his males be circumcised, and then let him come near 
and keep it, and he shall be as one that is bom in the land ; for no un- 
circumcised person sl^all eat thereof. Whosoever, therefore, sh^l con- 
fess me before men, bim will I confess also before my Father which is 
in heaven. But whosoever shall deny me before men, him will I also 
deny before my Father which is in heaven. Be ye not unequally yoked 
together with unbelievers; for what fellowship hath righteousness with 
unrighteousness ? And what commurfion hath light with darkness ? 
And what concord hath Christ with Beli&l ? Or what part hath he 
that believe th with an infidel ? But unto the wicked God saitb, What 
hast thou to do to declare my statutes, or that thou shouldst take my 
covenant in thy mouth ? The sacrifice of the wicked is an abomina- 
tion to the Lord ; but the prayer of the upright is his delight. Matt. 
26 : 26—80. 1 Cor. 11 : 23—26. E±. 12 : 48. Matt. 10 : 32, 33. 2 
Cor. 6 : 14, 15. Ps. 50 : 16. Prov. 15: 8. 

ARTICLE XII. 

Finally, we believe that at death, and not before, the 
souls of believers are made perfectly holy, and do imme- 
diately pass into glory ; and that the souls of the wicked 
do,, ai death, pass immediately to a state of punishment. 
That at the end of the world, there will be a resurrection 
of the dead, when all mankind will give to God an ac- 
count of their conduct, and be judged according to what 
they have done ; and the righteous, publicly acquitted, 
will enter into life eternal ; and the wicked, publicly con- 
demned, will go away into punishment that will never end. 

And as it is appointed unto men once to die, but after thi^ the judg- 
ment. Then shall the dust return to the earth as it was ; and the spir- 
it shall return unto God who gave it. In a moment, in the twinkling of 
an eye, at the last trump ; lor the trumpet shall sound, and the dead 
shall be raised incorruptible, and we shall be changed. Marvel not at 
this ; for the hour is coming in the which all that are in the graves 
shall hear his voice, and shall come forth, they that have done good 
unto the resurrection of life ; and they that have done evil unto the 
resurrection of damnation. And have hope toward God, which they 
themselves also allow, that there shall be a resurrection of the dead, 
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both of the just and unjust. When the Son of Man shall come in his 
glory, and all the holy angels with him, then shall he sit upon the 
throne of his glory, ^d before him shaU be gathered all nations ; and 
he shall separate them one from another as a shepherd divideth the 
sheep from the goats. And he shall set the sheep on his right hand, 
but the goats on the left. We shall all stand before the jad^ment seat 
of Christ. So then every one of us shall give account of nimself to 
God. For we must all appear before the judgment seat of Christ, that 
every one may receive the ^ things done in the body according to that 
he hath don%, whether it be good or bad. For God shall bring every 
work into iudgment, with every secret thing, whether it be good or 
whether it be evU. But I say unto you, that every idle word, that 
men shall speak, they shall give an account thereof in the day of judg- 
ment. Then shall the King say unto them on the right hand, Come, ye 
blessed of my Father, inherit the kingdom prepared for you from the 
foundation of the world. Th^n shall he say also unto them on the left 




may rest from their labors ; and their works do follow them. Who 
shall be punished with everlastins^ destruction from the presence of 
the Lord, and from the glory of his power. And the smoke of their 
torment ascendeth up forever and ever, and they have no rest, day nor 
night, who worship the beast, and his image, and whosoever receiveth 
the mark of his name. And many of them that sleep in the dust of 
the earth, shall awake, some to everlasting life, and some to shame and 
everlasting contempt. But he that jshall blaspheme against the Holy 
Ghost, hatn never forgiveness, but is in danger of eternal damnation. 
The Son of Man goeth as it is written of him ; but wo unto that man, 
by whom the Son of Man is betrayed ! it had been good for that man 
if he had not been born. Heb. 9: 27. Eccl. 12: 7. 1 Cor. 15: 62. 
John 5: 28, 29. Acts 24: 15. Matt. 25: 81—83. Rom. 14: 10, 12. 
2 Cor. 5: 10. Eccl. 12: 14. Matt. 12 : 86. Matt. 25: 34, 41, 46. 
Rev. 14: 13. 2 Thess. 1: 9. Rev. 14 : 11. Dan., 12 : 2. Mark 3: 29.

FORM OF ADMISSION. 

You present yourselves in this public manner, before 
God, to dedicate yourselves to Him, and to join yourselves 
to his visible people. You are about to profess supreme 
love to Him, sincere repentance for all your sins, and 
faith unfeigned in the Lord Jesus Christ. You are to 
enter into a covenant to receive the Father, and the Son, 
and the Holy Ghost as they are offered in the Gospel, 
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and, by divine grace, to walk in all the commandments 
and ordinances of the Lord blameless. The transaction 
is solemn, and will be attended with eternal consequences. 
Your vows will be recorded in heaven, and will be exhib- 
ited to your joy or sorrow on your trial at the last day. 

Yet be not overwhelmed. In the name of Christ, you 
may come boldly to the. God of grace, and provided you 
have sincere desires to be his*, may venture thus urtalter- 
ably to make a covenant with Him, and trust in Him for 
strength to perform your* vows./ This, then, is your 
Covenant meditated by you in private, and now to be 
witnessed by angels and men. 



COVENANT. 

Believing myself to be by nature lost and ruined, and 
sensible of my just condemnation as a sinner, my only 
hope is in the mercy of God through the obedience and 
sufferings of Christ imputed to me and received by faith. 
I do solemnly and joyfully consent to this method of jus- 
tification, professing unfeigned repentance for my past 
sins, and accounting it still my duty to keep the law of 
God while I look to Christ as the end of the law for 
righteousness. 

I hereby declare my belief in the Christian Religion 
as contained in the Holy Scriptures, and in such a view 
o f it, substantially, as the articles of this church exhibit, 
heartily resolving to conform my life unto the rules of 
that holy religion as long as I live in the world. 
^In the presence of God, his holy angels, and this as-

sembly, I do now solemnly avouch the Lord Jehovah, 
Father, Son, and Holy Ghost, to be my God, the object 
of my supreme affection, and my portion forever. I cor- 
dially acknowledge the Lord Jesus Christ in all his medi- 
atorial offices, Prophet, Priest, and King, as my only 
Saviour, and the Holy Spirit as my Sanctifier, Comforter, 
and Guide, I humbly and cheerfully devote myself to 
God m the everlasting covenant of his grace; I conse- 
crate all my powers and faculties to his .service and glory, 
and I promise, that, through the assistance of his Spirit, 
I will cleave to him as my sovereign Lord ; that I will 
give diligent attendance to his word and ordinances, and 
s^ek the honor and interest of his kingdom ; and hence- 
forth, as one who professes to be born of God, I renounce 
the sinful customs and vanities of the world, and choose 
the God who made me to glorify and enjoy Him forever, 
for my chief good. 

I do now cordially join myself to this Church of Christ, 
engaging to submit to the rules of ecclesiastical govern- 
ment and discipline, which it has adopted ; to strive 
earnestly for its peace, edification, and purity, and to 
walk with its members in love, faithfulness, circumspec- 
tion, meekness, and sobriety. 

This you severally profess and engage. 

[If a part, only, or none, of the candidates are to be baptized, the 
Minister will then say,] 

(In regard to some of you,) We recognize with thank- 
fulness in this your consecration, the fruit of that dedica- 
tion of you to God, which was made in your early 
years. -The sign of consecration to the Christian faith 
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was once placed upon you, and as you have now ratified, 
by your own act, the covenant then made for you, the seal 
of it need not be repeated. 

[If any are to be baptized,] 

You who have not been baptized will now receive the 
sign of consecration to God in Baptism. 



In consequence of these profeesions and engagements, 
we, the members of this church, [here the members of the 
Church rise,] affectionately receive you to our commu- 
nion, and' in the name of Christ declare you entitled to 
all its privileges. We welcome you to this fellowship 
with us in the blessings of the gospel, and on our part 
engage to watch over you, and seek your edification, as 
long as you shall continue with us. And hereafter you 
can never withdraw from the watch and communion of 
the Church of Christ, without a breach of covenant. 

And now, beloved in the Lord, let it be impressed on 
your minds that you have entered into solemn obligations 
from which you can never escape. You have chosen 
God for your chief good, and his will for the guide, and 
for the end, of your being. Wherever you go, these 
vows will be upon you ; they will follow you to the bar 
of God, and will abide upon you to eternity. You have 
entered into a covenant with God from which no created 
being can ever release you ; neither shall any separate 
you from the rewards of its faithful observance; Here- 
after the eyes of the world will be upon you, and as you 
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demean yourselves, so religion will be honored or dis- 
honored ; if you walk worthily of your profession yoa 
will be a credit and a comfort to the Church of Christ, 
but if otherwise, an occasion of grief and reproach. May 
the Lord guide and preserve you till death, and at his 
appearing, may you be numbered by Him amongst his 
chosen, as you now are in his visible Church. Amen. 



EOOLESIASTIOAL PRINOIPIJEIS AND RULES. 

June 10, 1822. In regard to our ecclesiastical gov- 
ernment and discipline, with our sister churches in this 
commonwealth, we adopt the Congregational form, as 
contained in the Platform of Church Discipline, gathered 
out of the word of God, and agreed upon by the Elders 
and Messengers of the churches assembled in the Synod, 
at Cambridge, New-England, A. D., 1616. 

Since the Church was constituted, the following rules, 
agreeing substantially with the New-England Platform, 
have been found useful ; and are adopted as the rules of 
this Church. 

I, Rights of the Church. This Church is indepen- 
dent, so far as relates to its internal organization, and the 
regulation of its afiairs. It is amenable to no other 
ecclesiastical body, except by its own consent or accord- 
ing to regular and established Congregational principles. 
With these exceptions, it controls the admission, disci- 
pline, and removal of its members, according to its own 
understanding of the word of God. 

II. Connection with other Churches. This Church will 
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extend to other Evangelical Congregational Churches, 
and receive from them that fellowship, advice, and as- 
sistance which the law of Christ requires. It will extend 
the usual rights of communion, and practice the mutual 
transfer of members. It holds itself bound to regard the 
decisions of regular mutual councils, and to seek the pro- 
motion of peace with all the churches of our Lord. 

III. Transfer of Memlfers. The Church will examine 
those members who apply for admission from other 
churches. It will give dismission of its members in reg- 
ular standing on their application with suitable reasons, 
and recommend them to the fellowship of other Churches. 
Bu^ members of this Churchy removing from the city, 
shall be required to obtain their dismission within one year 
from the time of their removal, unless circumstances be 
such as to re7ider a union with any other Church inexpe- 
dient ; and in such case they shall inform the Church 
why they had not requested a removal of their Church 
connection. And it shall be the duty of the clerk to 
report to the Church, at the annual meeting, the names 
of the members of this church who shall have removed 
from the city ; where they are, so far as may be known ; 
and the length of time they have been from the city ; 
with any other information which he may possess in 
relation to them, and which he may think will be useful 
to the Church. It is expected that members of other 
churches, who may wish to commune vnth this church for. 
more than one year, will request a removal of their con-- 
nectionto us, unless they give satisfactory reasons for 
delay to the Pastor and Deacons. 

IV. Rights of Members. Every member has a right 
'to church privileges, unless forfeited by misconduct ; and 

3 
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when thus forfeited, he can he deprived of them only by 
regular process. When accused, he has a right to know 
the explicit charges, and to have an open and candid 
hearing. No vote of censure shall be passed upon any 
member, except by the concurrence of a majority of the 
members present at a regular meeting. 

V. Duties of the ChwFch and its Members. It is the' 
duty of this Church and its megibers to consult and seek 
the concurrence of their Pastor, in matters of discipline 
and internal regulations. It is the duty of the members 
to attend such stated meetings as are appointed by a vote 
of the church, unless providentially prevented. Any 
member having cause of complaint against another, 
should immediately seek to have it removed in a Christ- 
ian manner, Matt. 18th chap. Idth and 16th verses, 
being our guide, especially in cases of personal offence. 
Any member wishing to withdraw from this to another 
Church or denomination, should signify his wishes and 
his reasons, and apply in a proper spirit to be first re- 
leased from his obligations to this Church. Any other 
mode of withdrawing will be deemed irregular and cen- 
surable; and this Church holds itself bound to grant 
dismissions and recommendations to members in good 
standing, who conscientiously prefer any other evangeli- 
cal denomination of Christians, when they apply as stated 
above. 

VI. Censurable Offerices. This Church considers im- 
moral conduct, breach of express covenant vows, open 
neglect of acknowledged religious or relative duties, and 
avowed disbelief of the articles of faith to which the 
members have assented, as offences subject to the censure 
of the Church, 
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VII. Cemures, The censures inflicted on offenders 
are private reproof, public admonition, or excommunica- 
tion, according to the aggravation of the offence. 

VIII. Permanent Officers. The permanent officers 5f 
this Church ar6 the Pastor or Pastors, and the Deacons. 

To the Pastor pertains the office of Moderator. It 
shall be the duty of the Deacgns to preside in the ab- 
sence of the Pastor, according to seniority ; to assist in 
the administration of the Lord's Supper, to distribute the 
charities of the church, and to aid the Pastor generally 
in the spiritual cate of the flock. 

IX. Annual Officers and Standing Committees. At 
the annual meeting for business, the following officers 
and Committees shall be chosen for the ensuing year : 

1. A Clerk, who shall keep the records of the Church. 

3. A Treasurer, to take charge of all monies belonging to 
the Church, and collected for religious and charitable objects ; 
and to make report at the annual meeting. 

3. Two Auditors, to examine the Treasurer's accounts. 

4. An Examining Committee, of which the Pastor and Dea- 
cons shall constitute a part, who shall examine all applicants 
for admission, and present in a written report, the names of 
such as they approve. Also to act as a Committee of Inquiry 
with regard to cases for Discipline. 

5. A Committee on Music, in concurrence with the Society, 
to superintend that part of Public Worship. 

6. Committees, of whom the Pastor, ex-officio, shall be 
Chairman, on Religious and Benevolent Societies. 

X. Standing Rules'. 

1. All meetings for business shall be opened with prayer. 

2. The annual meeting for the choice of Officers and Stand- 
ing Committees, shall be on the last Wednesday evening in 
January. 
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3. All Standing Committees and Annual Officers shall be 
chosen by ballot. 

4. Candidates for admission are to stand propounded to the 
Church for at least three weeks ; and notice shall be giiren to 
the congregation of such as are expected to make a profession, 
at least two weeks previous .to profession. Public admissions 
take place on the first Sabbath of January, April, July, Octo- 
ber ; and at other seasons, M^hen specially important. 

5. All persons admitted to the Church shall be required to 
sign our Confession of Faith. 

6. The Church will observe the sacrament of the Lord's 
Supper on the afternoon of the first Sabbath of every month. 
Ordkiance of Baptism to Infants administered on the morning of 
the same day. 

7. The Church meets on Friday evening for devotional ex- 
ercises and religious conference, to promote their growth in 
Christian knowledge and piety. 

8. Church members should provide themselves with regular 
seats in the house of worship ; and free seals^ in proper cases, 
will be furnished on application to the Deacons or Treasurer of 
the Society. 

9. Church members intending to be absent for a considera- 
ble length of time should make it known to the Pastor or Dea- 
cons ; and take either a letter of dismission to some particular 
church, or a general letter of recommendation, which has been 
prepared for the purpose. 

XI. Alterations. No alteratioa shall be made in the 
foregoing principles and rules unless at a regular meet- 
ing of the church, it having been proposed at the next 
regular meeting previous, and by vote of three-fourths of 
the members present.
